(3) Daily observation of all animals to assess their health and well-being; Provided, 
however, that daily observation of animals may be accomplished by someone other than 
the attending veterinarian; and Provided, further, That a mechanism of direct and 
frequent communication is required so that timely and accurate information on problems 
of animal health, behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending veterinarian. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care and use appropriate methods to 
prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and to conduct daily 
observations and convey timely and accurate information to the attending 
veterinarian. A husky (Tag #384) had a reddened and cloudy right eye and 
had not been evaluated by the attending veterinarian.

1) A 7 year old male beagle (microchip #0A01575807) had a swollen, red area 
of skin on his underside. 

2) A female sheltie (microchip #0A01575665) had a swollen, reddened area 
on her right front paw between her toes, and the attending veterinarian had not 
evaluated her.
